Capture of Villa Now 


Momentarily Expected 


Galveston, Tex., July 20.—The 
capture of Francisco Villa by a 
cavalry force of the de facto gov- 
ernment is momentarily expected, 
according to a cablegram received 
today by Juan A. Mateos, Mexican 
consul here. 


The message said that a Villa 
messenger, captured yesterday by 
Carranza troops, told of Villa's 
precise whereabouts, and that a 
force had been sent to capture 
him. 


A band of Villa bandits attacked a 
train 
on 
the 
Mexico Northwestern 
near Santa Ysabel, about fifty miles 
west of Chihuahua, according- to a re- 
port to General Trevino. 
The bandits 
were beaten off and eight of them were 
brought here for trial by court martial. 


The prisoners, who said they were 
members of a small band commanded 


by Martin Lopez, a notorious Villa 
lieutenant, asserted they had been cut 
off from the main Villa army just after 
the recent fight at Jimenez and were 
on their way to the Big Bend district 
of Texas. 


After the Jimenez engagemen^. they 
said, they made their way into the 
Providencencia Valley west of here, 
where they remained in hiding several 
days, finally being forced by hunger to 
attack the train, which they did not 
expect to carry a military escort. 


A loosened rail brought the train to 
a stop, but before the outlaws could 
board it the guard detrained and at- 
ta.cked. 
The bandits fled southward 
afoot, leaving horses, prisoners 
and 
several dead. 
Government troops suf- 
fered no casualties. 


The prisoners said if they had been 
successful they would not have at- 
tempted to rejoin the army along the 
Durango border, but planned to cross 
the line of the Mexican Central and 
start toward Ojinaga.

Ijanking firms here have not yet decided 
juat what they will do regarding the 
action of the British government in plac- 
ing them upon its trade blacklist. Many 
of them have put their cases in the 
hands of the merchants' association and 
til! secretary of that organization

with 
government officials. 


There was talk today of calling a con- 
ference to discuss a plan of umted ac- 
tion and engage joint counsel, but no 
definite course of procedure has been 
agreed upon. 
A number of merchants 
expressed the opinion that the list as 
made public contained only a few of 
the American and foreigi^ 
firms 
with 
American" affiliation which have fallen 
under British officials displeasure. 
It 
^Yas suggested that the list was put a-i 
a "feeler" to see what effect it would 
have on American sentiment. 


Some of the men on the list ex- 
pressed indignation. They said they had 
expected this action for several months 
and since they have long been unablo 
to do bu8ine.ss' with their clients in Ger- 
many it Avculd be useless to make fur- 
the/ protest. 


A new aspect of the situation was 
disclosed by R. D. Dimn, head of the 
Pan-American association which includes 
several hundred concerns doing business 
in South America. 
He said that an at- 
tempt had been made to keep American 
firms with British affiliations from hav- 
ing business relations with the black- 
listed houses. 


'Tn our association," said Mr. Dunn, 
"there 
are 
about 
twenty-five 
British 
firms that have come here 
since

opening of the war. 
Many of these 
have American capital invested.

employ British labor and to all intents 
and purposes they are American firms. 
The head of one of the biggest of these 
concerns told me of this blacklist mor« 
than a month ago.

Commerce Commission Sets 
Out Transportation 
Regulations. 


Washington, July 20.—New rates and 
regulations 
governing 
the 
transporta- 
tion of pedigreed live stock were 
pre- 
scribed today by the inter-state com- 
merce commission in a decision on the 
complaint of the National Society of 
Kecord association, representing 100,000 
fancy stock breeders against practical- 
ly all of the railroads of the country. 


Mininium weights were fixed for the 
computation of freight rates on cattle, 
sheep and swine, and it was ordered 
that the liability of carriers should be on 
the following basis: 
Horse or 
mule, 
$150; colt, ox or bull, $76; cow, $50; 
calf, $20; hogs, $15; sheep or goat, 
$5. 
In the case of shippers desiring to 
declare higher values the 
commission 
held railroads are justified in charging 
an additional two per cent on the rate 
for each fifty per cent or fraction above 
the standard value. 


Higher charges for crated stock than 
for uncrated and rules requiring ship- 
pers to furnish attendants were found 
unreasonable, and were disallowed. 


He Confesses Killing

Sherman, who, the police say, con- 
fessed he killed Joseph

Salle, 111., chauffeur whose body was 
found in a road near Ladd. III., yes- 
terday, was arrested here early today 
while he was driving the car hired 
from the Central garage at La Salle 
and in which he had killed the chauf- 
feur. 


He told the police he was an es- 
caped lunatic from Elgin state hos- 
pital, committed 
there February 26, 
1914. 
He escaped August 2 the same 
year. 
Since then he had been roving 
the country. 
He confessed to killing 
two men In Texas since his escape. 


Sherman, 
telling 
of 
his 
Texas 
crimes, said he had an uncle living 
at Marathon, Texas, and he visited 
there In 1914. He was working for a 
man named Leamons, when he says 
something snapped In his head. 
Then 
he seized a rifle, shot and killed Lea- 
mons and his son. 
He escaped from 
there and later was confined in the 
Elgin asylum. 
Since his escape from 
that institution he has been all over 
the country, according to his story. 
In Panama and the Sandwich Islands. 


He occasionally worked at his trade 
as printer, but mostly did odd jobs. 
He says his age is 20, and that his 
father, E. M. Sherman, lives at Elgin 
where he Is employed as collector for 
a newspaper. 
The son worked with 
his father when at home. 


Sherman has agreed to accompany 
La Salle officers to Princeton, 111., the 
county seat. 


The murder of the taxi driver at 
Ladd, he declares, followed a scuffle 
in 
which 
Deriz obtained Sherman's 
gun, which was then discharged acci- 
dentally. 
When arrested here Sher- 
man had the gun and a supply of 
cartridges.

Ruling on Deutschland is 
Questioned by France 
and England. 


WaBhington, July 20.—In accordance 
with instructions from their 
govern- 
ments, Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, the British 
ambassador, 
and 
M. 
Jusserand, 
the 
French ambassador, have set forth to the 
state department the reasons why the 
United States should not regard vessels 
of the Deutschland type as merchant- 
men. 
The reasons are as follows: 


That 
submarine 
merchantmen 
cannot be overhauled and visited 
and searched, as is possible in the 
case of surface craft, because of 
their ability to dive and escape. 


That such ships, because of their 
Bubmersibüity are able to evade 
municipal law with special refer- 
ence to customs, quarantine, etc. 


That such ships can be trans- 
formed with ease from merchant- 
men into warships. 


That in case of war between a 
great maritime state and a smaller 
nation the latter would have the 
right to purchase submarine mer- 
chantmen, and when the ships ar- 
rived at the port of the purchaser 
they could be provided with guns 
and torpedoes and sally forth to 
attack the enemy ships. 


That a refusal on the part of a 
state to sell submarine merchant- 
men could be regarded as an un- 
neutral act. 


Show Danger of Precedent. 
The allies are especially anxious for 
the üiuted States to change its ruling 
in the case of the Deutschland becauac 
of their expectation that 
the 
central 
powers will laimch a large number of 
these craft and utilize them for the pur- 
pose of ^obtaining supplies of raw ma- 
terials which they need in .order to con- 
tinue the war. 
They point out, more- 
over, that it is of prime import for the 
United States not to set a precedent 
which may cause it Berious concern in 
the fut\rre.

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The Case of Trustee Scheret 


The verdict of the jury in the Allen circuit court sustaining the 
iBccusation of impeachment against Henry P. Scherer, trustee of 
IWayne township, and removing him from office^hardly comes as a 
surprise in view of the case against the trustee as'set out in the report 
of the state accountant examiners which formed the basis of the pro- 
ceedings against Mr, Scherer. It was charged that his conduct of the 
affairs of his office was irregular, that expenditure of public money 
;was made in manner not in accordance with the provisions of the law, 
and that Mr, Scherer failed and refused to make his administration 
comport with the requirements of the statutes governing it. All this 
the jury by its finding has held to have been duly established, and Mr, 
Scherer will be forced to surrender his office. He has, of course, the 
recourse of appeal to the supreme court'if he chooses to exercise it 
fcnd if he believes there is any likelihood of justifying his course bv' 
.l]ieh action, the appeal will doubtless be taken. 
• In exact justice to Mr. Scherer it should be remembered that there 
lias been no charge that the public has been defrauded, or that there 
exists one penny of shortage in the public funds. Whatever funds 
were held to have been irregularly expended had been dul}' returned 
to the treasury by the trustee before the proceedings against him took 
definite form. It was Trustee Scherer \s method of doing business and 
his failure to observe the exact requivoments of the law that brought 
the storm of criticism about his head and resulted in his impeachment. 
All this might have been avoided liad Mr. Sclierer taken pains to follow 
the requirements of the law instead of setting up his own standards 
End his OAvn methods in the operation of his office. 


That Mr. Scherer has many friends who will deeply regret the 
outcome of the action against him is not to be doubted. A former 
inayor of Fort Wayne, he has been repeatedly liojiored by his felloAv- 
citizens, and in tiie spirited campaign for the nomination to the 
trusteeship, Mr. Scherer once more demonstrated his hold on popular 
favor. In many instances while in public life his capacity and his 
|>usiness judgmoiit have been fruitful for the public benefit. The ac- 
ijuiring of realty for the city, now vastly enhanced in value, during 
his administration as mayor is one instance of this. Regrettable as it 
is to see an official career end in ouster proceedings, Mr. Scherer's 
T^edicament is of his own choosing. No explanation and no excuse 
could possibly justify an arbitrary course persistently and defiantly at 
variance with the plain provisions of the law.

But the men are hearty after strenu- 
ous years and some of the members 
have suggested that the "good health 
club might be a good name for the

No bathing will be tolerated in Reser- 
voir park lake during the remainder of 
the summer, Police Chief Lenz gave out 
AVednesday. Unsanitary condition of the 
water in the park lake caused the new 
ruling. Policf will see that the order is 
obeyed to the letter, they say. 


Swimming must also cease in Spy Run 
creek at Lawton park, Lenz says. Young 
men caught in the water there will be 
broiight to the station. Bathing in th« 
other ])ools of the 
city 
will not be 
stopped as yet, as long as those who take 
part wear bathing suits. 


Mayor Hosey and Police Chief Lenz 
both favor allowing boys to swim when- 
ever possible. 
They 
believe it is the 
thing to let boys frolic in the lake at 
Reservoir park when 
condition of the 
water will permit. They think a bath- 
ing beach at the park lake would be 
e.xcellent. 


The park board 
does not favor the 
children bathing in the lake at Reser- 
voir park. 
People in the neighborhood 
object to the constant iioise, they say. 
The water is always muddied by the 
children and some of the lads take no 
precautions wlien changing their clothes. 
Police have receive 
several complaints 
about indecencies in the region of the 
lake, it is pointed out. 


Even after the water in the lake has 
been purified by a supply from the 
reservoir overflow, the park board may 
not see fit to provide for a beach or 
bath house at the lake. 
No order for 
either improvement will be asked this 
year, however. 
Park board members 
admit that they sympathize with the 
atittude of residents of the district. 


The state law gives the works board 
power to provide for bathing resorts and 
batli houses. In case the park board 
will take no action the board of works 
may have sand hauled in the lake and 
a temporary bath house built.

ARE BROUGHTT 


-Penivian Expedition Brings 
Much to Show for Its 
I 


Great Effort. 


Washington, July 20.—Amazing and 
absorbingly interesting facts concerning 
the builders of the wonderful city of 
"Machu Picchu, the ancient Incas, arc 
•given in a communication to the Na- 
/tlonal Geographic society by Professor 
[Uiram 
Bingham, 
director 
of the 
(Peruvian expedition of 1915, sent out b.y 
the society and Yale university. 
The 
1 ruins of this great center of a vanished 
(civilization -ttere discovered by Profcs- 
60r Bingham and his party after they 
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had been lost for generations. 
Some of 
the results of the expedition contained 
in the director's report to the National 
Georgraphic society are given in a bul- 
letin, issued toda^' from the society's 
headquarters in Washington: 


"The 
builders 
of 
Macim 
Picchu," 
writes Professor Bingham, "had an elab- 
orate system of highways throughout 
this little-known and almost unexplored 
country, which lies between the Uru- 
bamba valley and the Apurimac. 
This 
region was densely populated and Machu 
Picchu was its capital. 


"Lack of timber, the prevalence of 
heavy rains during part of the year, and 
the ease with which atone might be pro- 
cured early led to the development of 
stone as a building material. 
Strength 
and permanence were secured through 
the keying together of irregular blocks. 
The upper and lower surfaces of these 
stones were frequently convexed or con- 
caved, the convexity of one stone ap- 
proximating the coiivacity of the ad- 
joining 
stone. 
In 
constructing their 
walls the pure arch 
was not evolved. 
They developed several ingenious de- 
vices, such as 'lock holes' for fastening 
the bar back of a door; "ring stones,' 
which were inserted in tlje gables to en- 
able the roofing beams to be tied on; 
projecting stone cylinders, which could 
be used as points to which to tie the 
roof pju] koc'p it from blowing off. 


"Their pottery is marked by simple 
and gr;!fi'inl lij,ies, bearing a striking 
reseniblanee to tliat of ancient (ireece, 
and resembling »^in its simplicity uiid 
utility some of the modern vessels at 
present in use in_ Frencli kitchens. Ow- 
ing to the extreme moisture of the cli- 
mate. the remains of cloth are very few; 
but we know that the Inca peoples act- 
ually did arrive 
at a Iiigh degree of 
skill in the 
manufacture 
of textiles 
through their ability to procure tiie wool 
of the alpaca. By the use of hand looms 
artistic and intricate patterns were pro- 
duced and cloth of the most delicate 
texture 
was not 
uncommon. 
Their 
metal articles were easily 
preserved, 
and so we have been able to learn that 
the people of Machu Picchu were ex- 
tremelv skillful makers of bronze. 


"Their surgical tools were probably 
of bronze or obsidian. 
Surgery appears 
to have been practiced to a considerable 
degree, if one may judge by tbe large 
number of trepanned skulls that we 
have found in caveg within a radius of 
25 miles of Machu Picchu. 
In some 
cases the cause of the operation appears 
to have been disense; in others evidence 
leads to the conclu '¡ion that the opera- 
tion was intended to relievo pain caused 
by wounds received in battle. 
Since the 
favorite Awapon of the Inca people waf 
the sling, and clubs were common, it is 
not surprising that the skull of many 
soldiers sliouid have needed the relief 
that came from skillful trepanning. In 
the ait of war they exhibit skill iu 
defense rather than offense, 
Fortifica- 
lious constructed with salients and re- 
entrant angles so as to admit of lateral 
lire, were not uncommon. 


"Tljcy had no machinery and did not 
use iron or steel. They used levers and 
inclined planes. 
They also made huge 
iibre ropes, out of 
which they coa- 
^=tructcd long suspension bridges. 
They 
tlijpught nothing of handling blocks of 
stone weigiiing live tons and upwards. 
Indeed, there are nunierons stones that 
weigh over fifteen tons which were fit- 
ted togetlier 
with 
a 
skill 
that has 
amazed all beholders. 


"It appears that the Incas and their 
influence througliout the Andes extend- 
ed no farther north 
than the known 
limits of the llamas and the alpaca;^', 
in fact, the development of their culture 
may be said to have depended iu large 
measure on their success in domesticat- 
ing these varieties of the South Ameri- 
can camel. Their ability to raise and 
train hundreds of thousands of llamas, 
which would carry from 5 to 100 pounds 
apiece, enabled the Inca peoples to carry 
out engineering and agricultural works 
far more difficuU than they could have 
accomplished had they been obliged to 
depend on human burden-bearers. 


"Most unfortunate was the failure of 
the Incas to develop an alphabet, or 
even some form of hieroglyphic similar 
to that which existed in southern Mex- 
ico and Central America. 
It is re- 
markable indeed that a people ryho suc- 
, "eeded in equaling the ancient Egyptians 
in 
architecture, 
engin^ring, 
pottery 
^'nd textile should have fallen so far 
behind in the development of written 
language. 
This is the most serious ob- 
stacle that stands in the way of our 
learning 
more 
of 
that 
enterprising 
race."

to McDaniel, repeating the curse. 


McDaniel read the . threats, shrueged 
his flhoulderB and dismissed them from 
his mind. 
He had received hundreds 
of similar threats in the two years that 
he ha» been prosecutor. 


At 11:30 the night of the murder Mc- 
Daniel received a telephone call. to • go 
down town to a place where, it was 
said, his brother was in trouble.

Beaching the 
place he was told his brother was not 
there.

ways fond of highly seasoned foods and 
stimulating drinks, and the intensity 
of their craving for the smoke, I dis- 
covered, depended upon how liberally 
they used such foods and drinks. 
It id 
necessary to give up the use of pepper, 
mustard, the free use of salt, the use 
of coffee and tea, and also the free use 
of meats. 


The following diet will be found of 
the greatest aid in getting rid of the 
craving. 
If followed carefully, the dis- 
covery will be made by the end of the 
first week that the craving has mate- 
rially lessened, and by tiie end of the 
third week it is not imusual to find 
that the craving has 
entirely 
disap- 
peared. 


For a period of two or three weeks 
make use almost wholly of cereal foods 
—as Shredded Wheat Bisftuit, Kellogg'e 
Toasted Wheat Biscuits, Puffed Wheat, 
Puffed Rice, rice in any form, whole 
wheat bread, rye or graham bread, etc., 
with milk and cream, buttermilk, cottagc 
cheese, nuts (well masticated). «At the 
close of the meal use 
fresh sub-acid 
fruits—as oranges, peaches, pears, ap- 
^' pies, pineapples, grapefruit. Figs, dates 
and raisins, applesauoa, canned blueberry 
canned cherries, etc., are also good. 
In 
place of coffe« or tea use grapejulce or 
water." 


Mothers should exercise care in the 
preparation of foods for their children. 
A child that is brought up on highly 
seasoned, irritating foods, largely com- 
posed of meats, and allowed coffee and 
tea to drink, will develop nervous symp- 
toms and feelings of unrest. 
These un- 
welcome symptoms may be temporarily 
relieved by the use 
of any 
narcotic. 
Should such a child be introduced to the 
cigarette, after the first trial he will 
take to the soothing influence of 
the 
mild and enticing cigarette smoke al- 
most naturally.

In New York city, with a population

CORN AND COnON WIREWORM AND ITS CONTROL 


Several Hundred Kinds of Beetles, the Young of Which Are Wirev/orms, Occur in North 
America—Many of These Are Very Destructive; They Are Found in Nearly 


All Parts of the United States. 


T h e Injury by the corn and cotton 
wlreworms is caused by the feeding of 
t h a wormlike young or larvae of slen- 
d e r beetles, known as "click beetles" 
or "snapping beetl s," upon the roots. 
Sprouts 
and 
underground 
stems 
of 
p l a n t s which 
are 
thereby 
weakened 
and stunted or killed. 


These wireworms have been known 
to 
totally 
destroy 
corn 
t h r o u g h o u t 
fields of large acreage. 
However, this 
l8 not usually the case and the a t t a c k 
1B most 
frequently 
concentrated 
In 
- "spots" scattered throughout the field, 
t h e plants in these spots being wholly 
destroyed. 
In other parts of the field 
t h e r e may be slight Injury as shown 
by 
the 
dwarfed 
a p p e a r a n c e 
of 
the 
plants, which may later produce 
50 
per cent or more of a normal yield. 


T h e wireworms are ravenous feed- 
t r s . often cutting off all the roots of a 
plant. 
They are especially destructive 
, during the 
two m o n t h s 
before 
they 
t r a n s f o r m to adults. 
A single 
half- 
STOwn wireworm is capable of killing 
a young corn sprout and severely in- 
juring a plant f r o m 6 to 8 inches in 
height. 
Therefore it can be seen that 
w h e n there is a concentrated 
attack 
by m a n y wireworms in one hill 
the 
plants have but small chance of sur- 
viving. 


The parent of the corn and cotton 
wireworm Is a small dark brown click- 
beetle, or "snapping-beetle." 
measur- 
ing about 
one-fourth of an 
inch 
in 
length. 
The 
young 
wireworms, 
or 
larvae, after hatching f r o m the eggs 
a r e minute, measuring f r o m an eighth 
to 
three-sixteenths 
of 
an 
inch 
in 
length. 
AH stages of the insect 
are 
Spent in the ground except the adult 
or beetle, which only enters it at the 
r t i m e of egg deposition. 


Reports show that the corn and cot- 
ton wireworm has been destructive in 
t h e CaroHnas, Illinois, Missouri, 
Ar- 
k a n s a s and 
Mississippi. 
This 
would 
' Indicate 
a 
wide 
distribution, 
prob- 
ahly a wider one than the mere rec- 
ords reveal, and it is possible that the 
species 
m a y 
occur 
t h r o u g h o u t 
the 
entire 
eastern 
half 
of 
the 
United 
States. 
Its occurrence is closely 
re- 
lated 
to the distribution 
of soils of 
light, sandy type, as it is known that 
t h e I m m a t u r e stages exist only in such 
.«oils. 
Occasionally an adult has been 
.'collected several miles f r o m sandy lo- 
cations, 
but 
Its presence 
there 
was 
m o r e than likely due to its own flight ! 
f r o m the field of its origin. 
In some 
localities this species is referred to as 
t h e "sandy-spot wire worm." 


Corn plants infested by this wlre- 
•worm become wilted and stunted, with 
leaves of a bluish shade, brown at the 
tips, which stand out from the stalks 
stiffly Instead of bending over grace- 
fully as In a healthy plant. 
Deprived 
of most of the roots through the work 
of the larvae of this wireworm, 
the 
p l a n t can be pulled up with little ef- 
fort. 
Weak 
plants 
soon 
succumb, 
leaving gaps in the rows, but the more 
vigorous plant.c put forth new roots In 
a b n o r m a l numbers. 
These are matted 
together and distorted, and 
although 
t h e plants sui-vive. only "nubbins" are 
produced. 
The Infestation is not con- 
fined to the impoverished 
areas, 
for 
there may be larvae a m o n g the roots 
of tall and apparently healthy plants. 
Rolling 
land 
infei:ted 
by this 
insect 
presents 
a 
patchy 
appearance, 
the 
sandy knolls standing out distinct and 
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bare, although 
overgrown later 
with 
weeds, particulajrly c r a b grass, briers 
and morning-glories. 
F o r a long time 
there 
was a theory a m o n g 
f a r m e r s 
t h a t 
lightning 
caused 
the 
injury 
to 
corn which is no>w rightly 
attributed 
to this wireworm. 


In the case of cowpeas, the fibrous 
roots suffer most, the thicker roots be- 
ing perforated, so t h a t the plants be- 
come yellow and dwarfed, and fail to 
vine. 


Cotton Is Injured In the early stages 
by larvae boring into the seed and In- 
juring the very young plants, checking 
the growth so much t h a t the plant dies 
or struggles along only to produce lit- 
tle or no cotton.

Beetles of the corn and cotton wire- 
worm are abroad 
in the 
fields 
f r o m 
early J u n e until the last of 
August. 
The eggs, which are laid in groups of 
f r o m 3 to 20 in the soil about the roots 
of 
corn, 
cowpeas, 
and 
other 
food 
plants, 
are 
deposited, 
for the 
most 
part, during late J u n e and July. These 
hatch in f r o m 8 to 11 days Into the 
young wireworms or larvae, which Im- 
mediately commence feeding upon the 
roots. 
Each 
full-grown 
larva 
ccti- 
structs a small earthen cell In the soil 
and in this it changes to a pupa. 
The 
pupal 
stage 
averages 
12 
days 
in 
length and during this time the pupa 
is almost motionless and takes no food. 
After this it t r a n s f o r m s to the adult 
or beetle. 


The larvae, or wireworms, feed upon 
the roots of their food plants t h r o u g h , 
out the s u m m e r 
m o n t h s and 
up 
to 
about the first of October, and during 
this time are found within 18 Inches 
of the surface of the ground, the depth 
depending upon the moisture content 
of the top soil. 
During a hot, 
dry 


spell the wireworms remain f r o m 12 
to IS inches below the surface, 
but 
a f t e r a rain they can be found within 
2 inches of the surface. 


With the approach of cold w e a t h e r 
they begin a general downward move- 
ment, which accounts for the f a r m e r ' s 
inability to locate them during the late 
fall and winter months. 
They 
have 
been found In the sand at the r e m a r k - 
able depth of 5 feet. 
F r o m these facts 
it will be seen that fall or winter plow- 
ing would be useless as a control or 
remedial measure. 


As soon as winter breaks up, 
the 
larvae gradually m a k e their way 
to 
within 2 to 3 feet of the surface. 
By 
the middle of April they are numerous 
within 6 inches of the surface of the 
ground. 
F r o m 
the time the 
larvae 
travel downward in the fall until they 
return to the top soil they eat prac- 
tically nothing. 
In laboratory experi- 
ments. 
larvae 
remained 
alive 
and 
healthy in cages of moist pure sand, 
without organic food, for six months. 


Late fall and winter plowing as a 
method 
of reducing the n u m b e r s of 
the pest by turning up and 
exposing 
the larvae to the elements is of no 
value, as the wireworms are at 
this 
time at such depths in the soil that 
they would not be disturbed by 
t h e 
plowing. 
Flowing or cultivating 
for 
this purpose at other times of the year 
is of little avail, as the wireworms a»-«, 
so quick of movement that almost as 
soon as exposed they are aealn hidden 
in the loosened soil. 
Even 
chickens 
or turkeys are not sufficiently alert to 
catch many. 
The most important fac- 
tor in reducing injury by the 
wire- 
worm Is the emploj'ment of methods 
which 
hasten 
early plant growth 
In 
the spring, the object of 
stimulating 
growth being to enable the plants the 
better to withstand the attacxs of the 
wireworms. 


Any system of crop rotation 
a f t e r 
harvesting the corn 
may be carried .' 
out. and a winter cover crop such as [ 
wheat 
or rye Is advised. 
Pasturing \ 
this during winter m o n t h s and turning! 
it under in the spring is very benefi- i 
cial. since h u m u s is thus added and i 
the sandy soil is thereby stiffened. An I 
Infested field should not be planted to 
corn two years in succession. 


Training Young Trees 


F r o m time to time durlnjp t h e s u m - 
ner, go over yo^ung trees to g-uide their 
growth. 
If too m a n y llmbsi a r e start- 
ing f r o m a given point, the^y m a y be 
thinned to t h e required nunCber. 
If a 
rt.nk limb tends to fill t h e R e n t e r or 
cross other limbs. It m a y be »removed. 
If the strongest limbs all groy/r in 
the 
s a m e 
direction, 
thus 
«Iving 
& 
one- 
sided tree, they m a y be plncheid; back, 
t h u s encouraging other limbs to atart 
on the opposite side to b a l a n c e 
t h e 
f r a m e w o r k of the tree. 
In thie case 
of' 
upright 
growing 
v a r i e t i e s 
par- 
ticularly, the m a i n limbs ofteca tend 
to grow 
straight 
u p w a r d 
instiead 
of 
spreading. 
In such cases t h e tips of 
these upright 
llnbs m a y be 
pinched 
back. 
This will induce side limbs to 
grow 
outward, 
t h u s 
securing 
a 
spreading form.

If a catch crop of red clover can 
be obtained It Is an excelitent one to 
come in the rotation for twip or t h r e e 
years. 
Suc'h combinations a s 
w h e a t 
and clover not only afford 
twt) crops a 
year f r o m the s a m e field, but a l s o per- 
mit 
the 
soil 
to 
remain 
undisturbed 
during the period 
when 
t h e 
f e m a l e 
beetles are laying their eggs. 


A system 
of handling t h e 
ground 
and crops so that the soil will not be 
disturbed f r o m the middle of J u n e un- 
til the middle of August Is one of great 
Importance, and It m a y prove to be 
the most beneficial step In ©radicating 
the wireworms f r o m an infested area. 
This may be brought a b o u t by omit- 
ting from the rotation such crops as 
would normally require s u m m e r 
cul- 
tivation. 


. The m a n u r i n g of Infested areas has 
i long been recommended 
as the 
best 
control measure. 
The theory was ad- 
j vanced, 
especially 
by some 
farmers, 
I that the m a n u r e turned u n d e r Is ac- 
j tually 
distasteful 
to the 
larvae 
and 
klils them outright. 
Although this is 
not the case, nevertheless the t u r n i n g 
under of m a n u r e and cover crops has 
the effect of adding h u m u s to the top 
soil: and. as it is known t h a t the lar- 
vae can 
not long survive except 
In 
sandy 
soils. It Is well to spread 
as 
much m a n u r e a s possible on Infested 
areas and to turn It under. 


If It were practicable to allow t h e 
Infested fields to lie idle, or "lay out," 
as It Is termed, f o r a period of t h r e e 
j-ears, this would no doubt prove the 
most effective m e a n s of getting rid of 
the pest, since by leaving the ground 
undisturbed a crust would be f o r m e d 
on the surface t h r o u g h which t h e m a - 
jority of adult wireworms could 
not 
emerge. 
It would also serve to pre- 
vent the few emerging 
adulta, a s well 
as those 
flying 
In f r o m other fields, 
f r o m entering the soil for egg deposi- 
tion. 
However, this practice naturally 
will not often appeal to the f a r m e r . 


T h e r e seems to be a belief by the 
general public t h a t there Is something 
mysterious in the commercial canning 
process. 
The great secret of this proc- 
ess is a careful observance 
of 
two 
things—cleanliness and complete ster- 
ilization. 


F r u i t s and vegetables can be "put 
u p " In glass jars or tin cans at h o m e 
m u c h cheaper t h a n they can be p u r - 
chased In t h e f o r m of 
commercially 
canned goods, and the 
flavor, 
texture 
and general quality of the h o m e m a d e 
product can be m a d e superior to the 
product of the average factory. 


Minute f o r m s of life which we call 
bacteria a r e present everywhere In u n - 
told numbers. 
The air we 
breathe, 
t h e water we drink, and the food we 
eat are 
teeming with them. 
These 
bacteria a r e practically the cause of 
t h e "spoiling" or f e r m e n t i n g of 
the 
various f r u i t s a n d vegetables. 


T h e reproduction of bacteria, which 
Is very rapid. Is brought about by one 
of 
two 
processes. 
The 
bacterium 
either 
divides Itself 
l.ito two 
parts, 
m a k i n g two bacteria where one ex- 
isted before, or else reproduces Itself 
by m e a n s of spores. 


Spores m a y be compared with 
the 
seed 
of 
a n 
ordinary 
plant. 
These 
spores present the chief difficulty In 
canning the products of the 
orchard 
and garden. 


All f o r m s of bacteria a r e killed by 
complete sterilization. 
This Is nothing 
m o r e t h a n enclosing the products to 
be sterilized in jars or cans t h a t can be 
sealed alr-tlght. and submitting t h e m 
to heat of sufHclent degree, f o r a time 
long enough, to destroy the 
bacteria 
t h a t cause the r a w material to spoil. 


Sterilization is readily accomplished 
by the use of boiling water, a n d there 
a r e three different ways In which this 
can be done. 
While the p a r e n t bac- 
teria can be killed at the t e m p e r a t u r e 
of boiling water, their spores 
retain 
their vitality f o r a long time even a t 
t h a t t e m p e r a t u r e . 


Smaller factories, and the different 
h o m e canning outfits usually m a k e use 
of t h e "open-kettle" process. H e r e the 
c a n s a r e submerged In boiling water 
and kept at t h a t t e m p e r a t u r e for a 
time sufHcient to destroy bacteria and 
spores. 


The third process, known as f r a c - 
tional sterilization. Is t h a t of keeping 
cans or Jars In boiling water for a spe- 
cified time upon each of two or three 
consecutive days. 


T h e process of boiling upon consec- 
utive days Is t h e ssifest method, and Is 
m u c h to be preferred In h o m e 
can- 
ning. 
T h e 
first 
day's 
boiling 
kills 
practically all the bacteria, but does 
not kill all of t h e spores. 


Tho M o d e m Jar with I m p f w e d Wide 
Mouth Is a Decided Advantage when 
Canning Whole Fruit or Vegetables.

As soon as the jars or cans cool, 
these spores develop, and a new lot 
of 
bacteria 
begin 
their 
destructive 
work on the contents. 


The second day's boiling kills this 
new lot of bacteria before they have 
h a d time to produce spores. 


Boiling the third day Is not always 
necessary, but It Is advisable in order 
to be sure that sterilization 
is com- 
plete. 


T h e quality of any canned 
product 
is largely dependent upon its condition 
when first packed. 
As a rule, large 
canning establishments a r e clean, and 
have the most complete and 
conven- 
ient appliances with which to do their 
work. 
This Is one of the main reasons 
for their ready sale of goods. 


The product to be canned, the va- 
rious utensils used, the cans or jars, 
and the entire surroundings cannot be 
too clean. 
Cleanliness Is half the se- 
cret of m a k i n g the canning 
business 
a success. 


In 
selecting 
fruit, use only 
those 
specimens t h a t are well grown, 
ripe 


Canning Ontflt. 


but Arm. 
Do not use overripe speci- 
mens, as they are usually too soft and 
mellow to can nicely. 


W h e n 
choosing 
vegetables, 
select 
those that are young and have m a d e a 
rapid growth. As a rule, young, quick- 
growing vegetables are superior In fla- 
vor and texture to the 
slow-growing 
and more m a t u r e ones. 


Fruit and vegetables a r e In better 
condition 
If 
gathered 
In 
the 
early 
morning while the dew Is still on them. 
If it is not convenient to attend to the 
canning 
just 
at 
this 
time, 
put 
the 
fruit or vegetables in some cool place 
where they will not wither, but will 
keep f r e s h and crisp until ready for 
use. 


It Is not advisable, however, to de- 
lay the canning too long, as both fruit 
and vegetables lose some of their best 
qualities when kept for a length of 
time. 


Fruits a n d vegetables to be canned 
are prepared In exactly the same m a n - 
ner as they would be previous to cook- 
ing or serving for immediate use. 


All bruised and rotten places should 
be cut out and aU stems, leaves and 
other trash removed. 
See that every- 
thing is clean, and washed thoroughly 
in fresh water before being placed In 
the cans or jars. 


These should also have been 
well 
washed and m a d e perfectly clean. 
Do 
not a t t e m p t to can dirty or decayed 
fruit and vegetables. 
H a v e everything 
clean and fresh. 


F o r strictly h o m e purposes the glass 
j a r s are most satisfactory and are de- 


cidedly more economfoal than th® tta 
cans, although both may be used. Thm 
Initial expense of the glass Jar la great, 
er than that of the Un, but with rea- 
sonable care, glass will last aa IndefU 
nite time. 


Glass jars can be used over and over 
again with perfect safety, but the tin 
should never be used a second Ume. 


W h e n canning fruits or vegetable« 
simply f o r the h o m e use. It is not neo. 
essary to purchase 
a n 
expensive 
or 
specially m a d e vessel In which to do 
the cooking, a l t h o u g h 
manufacturers 
of the various " H o m e - C a n n i n g Outflta" 
have gotten out some very satisfactory 
utensils in w h i c h this w o r k can 
be 
done. 


Any flat-bottom 
vessel such 
a s 
a 
wash-boiler, 
ham-boiler, 
preserving- 
kettle or bucket, t h a t is deep e n o u g h 
to permit of being covered a f t e r t h e 
jars or cans are placed Inside, 
wlU 
serve the purpose.

GOOD UDDERS FOR THE ORCHARD 


Care in Removing the Fruit from the Tree is as Important as it is to 
Prune and Spray the Tree Properly. 


T h e 
wise 
orchardlst 
has 
learned 
aomething about the use and abuse of 
ladders. 
The 
first 
essential 
in 
the 
raising of fruit trees is to prune the 
h e a d s of the trees and keep them low. 
This will m a k e picking the fruit easy 
a n d safe without the use of anything 
but the stepladder. 


Climbing about a m o n g the branches 
of a tree is always to be deprecated. 
Mr. E. H. Shepard. 
of Hood 
River, 
'says t h a t he once counted 
43 fruit- 
apurs on the ground under one tree in 
.which pickers had been climbing. 


Of all the numerous styles of lad- 
ders, some form of stepladder is best 
a d a p t e d to the orchard, whether 
the 
welfare of the tree is considered or the 
•xomfort of the picker. 


Any 
ladder 
which 
must 
be 
set 
against the tree Is a menace to It. Per- 


Three-legged Stepladder; Stands firm- 
ly on Uneven Ground. 
Substantial, 
' . but Easily Handled by One Man. 


haps the best type of a tall stepladder 
Is one that is very substantially built, 
yet light enough to be easily handled 
by one m a n : and, having three legs, 
it is easy to set up securely on uneven 
ground. 


The wide spread of the legs at the 
bottom of the steps m a k e s It especial- 
ly stable. 
W h e r e a ladder only about 
half the height of this is required, a 
strong, heavy, four-legged ladder Is a 
general favorite.

Demands That We Quit Arguing the Question—But Get Busy and Turn the Trick.

Single-ran Ladder—Very Light. 


This is about f o u r feet wide 
and 
non-folding, being more like a small 
flight 
of stairs than a ladder. 
It Is the 
safest and most comfortable of 
lad- 
ders, but heavy and a w k w a r d to move. 


F o r work in tall trees, the J a p a n e s e 
ladder Is very useful. 
This Is lighter 
than a trestle ladder, as well as easier 
to manipulate a m o n g the branches be- 
cause of its pointed shape. 


Lightest of all the tall ladders Is the 
single-rail ladder. 
However, this lad- 
der is not quite as safe or as comfort- 
able for the user as a 
three-legged 
ladder, so It Is not likely to become 
widely popular.

W h e r e the flock of hens a r e closely 
confined they should be provided with 
shade of some kind. 
If there are not 
trees and 
bushes to furnish this 
a 
piece of canvas should be fastened up.

Can utility and beauty be combined 
in the same fowl, or In other words Is 
It possible to combine egg production 
and Standard requirements? 
If 
not, 
we had 
better change the 
Standard 
where necessary. 
It Is said that the 
life of the average fancier Is 
three 
years. 
If this be true It Is our duty to 
get busy and help him develop ways 
and m e a n s by which he will be enabled 
to m a k e more dollars and cents and 
thus stay longer In the business which 
he has chosen and In which we are all 
pleased to have him engage. 


Some are still arguing the m o m e n - 
tous question of "Which was created 
first, 
the hen or the egg?" and also 
that perplexing question of " W h y 
a 
black hen lays a white egg?" 
Could 
they not better spend their time try- 
ing to produce the hen and to get the 
egg. 
We also see m a n y arguing for 
and against the question of combin- 
ing "utility and beauty." 
Instead of 
saying it cannot be done, had we not 
better 
be 
trying 
to 
harmonize 
and 
combine these two desirable qualities? 
We all a d m i t that they a r e desirable, 
then 
let's quit 
trying 
to 
discourage 
those who are m a k i n g the effort, and 
find 
out on w h a t basis or w h a t 
ex- 
tent and to the highest degree 
t h a t 
they may be combined.

eggs. 
The man Is either prejudiced or 
narrow minded who would a t t e m p t to 
discourage the breeders f r o m m a k i n g 
an a t t e m p t to combine these two quaL. 
Itles In all varieties of poultry. 
T h e 
Standard 
of Perfection calls for 100 
points f o r each variety. 
No one ever 
saw a bird or perhaps ever will see 
one t h a t Is perfect or would score 100 
points. 
But t h a t Is no reason why we 
should 
discourage 
breeders 
In 
their 
efforts to breed m o r e perfect 
speci- 
mens. 
It Is Just as sensible to do that, 
however, as It is to try to tell t h e m 
they cannot combine utility and beau- 
ty to a greater degree t h a n they a r e 
found In the average flock at the pres-

E a c h will be scored 
and a Standard 
score card by a li- 
censed Judge furnished.

you were furnished a n official regis- 
tration certificate to t h a t effect, would 
not those birds be w o r t h a great deal 
to you as breeders? 
Woyld It not be 
a great thing to advertise such stock? 
Would your customers not be pleased

birds 
which they knew h a d m e t the test at 
the t r a p nest, m e t Standard

ments, and 
which they knew to

cf the top. 
Then fill In t h e rest of t h a 
way with Portland cement a n d sand, 
three p a r t s sand and one p a r t cement. 


Finish off smooth and level, keep a 
linen towel dampened and spread over 
the jar. hold In place by a tight-fitting 
cover. 
Fill the Jar with cool 
w a t e r 
early in the morning, a n d It will keep 
cool for days.—J. W. GrliBn.

Bridges 
and Governor Ralston at the time of the 
mobilization of the guard at Fort Harri- 
son,'the regiments wotild have been num- 
bered historicallv, beginning with 162 in 
164. 


Under the ruling of the depaj-tment. 
however, the three regiment.« of infan- 
t r y %vill be known as the Fir.«t. Second 
and Third regiments, and the units of 
the field artillery will be designated as 
Batterie.s A, B and C.

$2,1,000 insurance policy taken out by 
the late Henry VanBeil, of Philadelphia, 
has saved the amoimt of the policy for 
Herbert Comins, Mr. VanBeil s son-ni- 
law. 
Had the pronoun been "his," as 
the other heirs assert it should 
have 
been, the sum would have gone to Mrs. 
Comin's brothers and sisters. 
Justice 
(iof)', in the supreme court, has handed 
down a decision directing that the $25,- 
000 be paid Mr. Comins. 


Mr. \anBeil, who died in 1915, took 
out the policy in the Aetna company in 
1ST5, making it payable to his then in- 
fant daughter, who later became Mrs. 
(Vjinins. 
Some time later the policy was 
amended po as to make it payable to 
:Jrs. Comins or "her" executors or ad- 
ministrators. 


Mistake Alleged. 


Mrs. Comin's death preceded that of 
hor father by nearly a year. 
The heirs 
.if the \ anBeil estate asserted, in bring- 
ing a supreme court action to stop pay- 
ment to Mr. Comins, that the wording 
of the policy did not mean it should be 
paid to Mrs. Comin's exectitors, but to 
those of Mr. VanBeil. 
They alleged that 
the "her" had been in.serted by Mr. Van- 
Beil through negligence or mistake. 


Justice (iofl", in his decision, said in 
part: 


"This court is not convinced of the 
equity of the claim of the insured's ex- 
ecutors. 
The court is far from con- 
vinced that his intention was not ex- 
pressed in the policy. 
Nor have I found 
any case where relief was granted fol- 
lowing approximately forty-one years of 
quiescence, as in this case. 


"Irrespective of other consideration is 
barred by the statute of limitations and 
that such statute began to n m when the 
alleged mistake, by the use of due dili- 
gence, ought to have been discovered. 


"One 
further 
point 
merits 
notice. 
Photographic reproduction of the policy 
in this case discloses the fact that 'her' 
is in writing and the phrase (following) 
'executors or administrators' is in print. 
The word 'her' is on a separae line., writ- 
ten so distinctly as to immediately catch 
the eye and attract the attention of any 
one giving the policy 
even a 
casual 
glance."

Some $24,000 Collected 
in Three Years. 


Indianapolis, Ind., July 20.—No more 
automobile truck licenses will be is- 
sued from the office of the city con- 
troller and no refund of fees already 
collected since 1913 will be made until 
an opinion on the validity of the city 
motor vehicle licensing ordinance is 
given by the city legal department, ac- 
cording to an announcement made yes- 
terday by City Controller Reginald H. 
Sullivan. 


This action is due to a 
decision 
handed down by Judge Ewbank in the 
Marion 
circuit court 
Tuesday 
a f t e r - 
noon. T h e court held that the city or- 
dinance has been 
invalid 
since the 
passing of the state motor vehicle law 
of 1913. The decision w a s given in 
the casr.s of John L. Partlow and E d - 
ward B. Cracraft, who were fined in 
police court for a violation of the or- 
dinance. 


May Take Appeal. 


Walter 
Myers, assistant city 
attor- 
ney, said yesterday that he would an- 
nounce what action the city would take 
in the case today. 
He said the city of 
Indianapolis would ask for a new trial 
or that an appeal might be taken to the 
supreme court in order to get a con- 
struction of the state law. It was stat- 
ed that in case the decision of Judge 
Ewbank holds, the city will be com- 
pelled to refund all fees collected on 
motor trucks since 1913. 


The city ordinance licensing vehicles 
was passed in 1910. When the state 
legislature enacted a law in 1913, all 
conflicting city ordinances became in- 
valid. 
I t was construed that the sec- 
tions of the Indanapolis ordinance re- 
garding the taxing of commercial mo- 
tor trucks were not in conflict with the 
state measure until the recent circuit 
court decision. 
On this theory the city 
has been collecting an annual fee of $10 
from all motor trtick owners on vehi- 
cles of 1,000 pounds capacity and under, 
and $15 on all vehicles of greater capac- 
ity. 
In 191,t this total collection ap- 
pmximated slightly more than^ $8,000. 
With this figure as a basis, it has been 
estimated that the city may have to 
refimd approximately $24,000 to truck 
owners from whom it may have ille- 
gally collected fees in the last 
three 
years.

Indiana, 
transferred their property to the Monon 
Coal company and that the latter com- 
pany discriminated against other rail- 
roads by granting the largest 
tonnage 
and longest hauls to the Monor railroad. 
It is charged that the Monon Cbal com- 
pany 
paid the 
individual 
defendants 
$750,000 of its $100,000,000 capital stock 
and an additional lien on its $2,,o00,000 
2.T-year five per cent, gold bonds. The 
Monon railroad is alleged to have paid 
the interest on the bonds since 1911, 
agrrregating $.")00,00n, and this act is 
alleged to have constituted 
rebating. 


The injunction asks that this arrange- 
ment be terminated.

Washington, July 20.—In accordance 


with instructions from their govern- 
ments, Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, the British 
ambassador, 
and 
M. Jusserand, 
the 


French ambassador, have set forth to the 
state department the reasons why the 
United States should not regard vessels 
of the Deutschland type as merchant- 
men. 
The reasons are as follows: 


That" submarine merchantmen 


cannot be overhauled and visited 
and searched, as is possible in. the 
case of surface craft, because of 
their ability to dive aud escape. • 


That such ships, because of their 


submersibility are able to evade 
municipal law- with special refer- 
ence to customs, quarantine, etc. 


That such ships can be trans- 


formed with ease from merchant- 
men into warships. 


That in case of war between a 


great maritime state and a smaller 
aation the latter would have the 
right to purchase submarine mer- 
chantmen, and when the ships ar- 
rived at the port of the purchaser 
they could be provided with guns 
and torpedoes and sally forth to 
attack the enemy ships. 


That a refusal on the part of a 


state to sell submarine merchant- 
men coiild be regarded as an un- 
neutral act.

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The Case of Trustee Scherer 


The verdict of the jury in the Allen circuit court sustaining the 


Accusation of impeachment against Henry P. Scherer, trustee of 


TWayne township, and removing him from office^hardly comes as- a 
surprise in view of the case against the trustee as set out in the report 
of the state accountant examiners which formed the basis of the pro- 
ceedings against Mr. Scherer. It was charged that his conduct of the 
affairs .of his office was irregular, that expenditure of public money 
Vras made in manner not in accordance with the provisions of the law, 
end that Mr. Scherer failed and .refused to make his administration 
comport with the requirements of the statutes governing it. All this 
the jury by its finding has held to have been duly established, and Sir. 
Soberer will be forced to surrender his office. He has, of course, tho 
recourse of appeal to the supreme court if he chooses to exercise it 
ind if he believes there is any likelihood of justifying his course by 
tuch action, the appeal will doubtless be taken. 


In exact justice to Mr. Scherer it should he remembered that there 


has been no charge that the public has been defrauded, or that there 
exists one penny of shortage in the public funds. Whatever funds 


; were held to have been irregularly expended had been duly returned 


to the treasury by the trustee before the proceedings against him took 
definite form. It was Trustee Scherers method of doing business and 
his failure to observe the exact requirements of the law that brought 
the storm of criticism about his head and resulted in his impeachment 
'All this might have been avoided had Mr. Scherer taken pains to follow 
the requirements of the law instead of setting \ip his own standard 
and his own methods in the operation of his office. 


• 
. 
That Mr. Scherer has many friends who will deeply regret th 


: outcome of the action against him is not to be doubted. A former 
. "mayor of-Fort "Wayne, he has been repeatedly honored by his fellow- 


citizens, and in the spirited campaign for the nomination to the 
trusteeship, Mr. Scherer once more demonstrated his hold on popular 
favor. In many instances while in public life his capacity and his 
business judgment have been fruitful for the public benefit. The ac- 
quiring-of realty for the city, now vastly enhanced in value, during 
his administration as mayor is one instance of this. Regrettable as it 
is to see an official career end in ouster proceedings, Mr. Scherer's 
predicament is of his own choosing. No explanation and no excuse

could possibly justify an arbitrary course persistently and defiantly at 
Variance with the plain provisions of the law.

IE Ignorance of the rules of propel 
presolnff is responsible for more thaa 
a. few dressmaking failures. More de- 


ends upon the proper pressing of seatni 
nd hems than the amateur dressmaker 
reams of. It is foolish to attempt even 
he simplest home sewing without a 
roper Ironing equipment. 
If possible,

ronlng board and a »mall gas stove at- 
ached by a rubber hose already attached 
n the sewing room before beginning to 
work.' Then one may press searna net as 


ne goes and be sure of neat, unpuckered 
work. 


A woman who prides herself on the fin- 
shed appearanco of her sewing and who 
even attempts making her own coats and 
allored ekirts advises the following equip- 
ment: There should be a tailor's BOOS* 
weighing about twelve pounds for very 
heavy cloUi. the regular set of three laun- 
dry Irons and then a tiny doll's Iron for 
thin fabrics and odd corners. The'Ironing 
board should be covered with several lay- 
ers of blanket and a clean cloth of muslin 
or calico.

plant. They are especially destructive 
during the two months before they 
transform to adults. 
A single half- 


grown wireworm Is capable of killing 
a young corn sprout and severely in- 
juring a plant from C to S Inches In 
height. Therefore it can be seen that 
when there Is a concentrated attack 
by many wircworms in one hill the 
plants have but small chance of sur- 
viving, 


The parent of the corn and cotton 


wireworm is a small dark brown click- 
beetle, or "snapping-beetle." measur- 
ing about one-fourth of an Inch . in 
length. 
The young wlreworms. or 


.larvae, after hatching from the eggs 
are minute, measuring from an eighth 
to three-sixteenths of an 
Inch in 


length.

Boils. Occasionally an adult has been 
coliectedTgevcrai iuiies from sandy lo- 
cations. but its presence there was 
more than likely due to its own night 
from the field of its origin. In some 
localities this species is referred to aa 
the "sandy-spot wire worm." 


Corn plants infested by this wire- 


worm become wilted and stunted, with 
leaves of a bluish shade, brown at the 
tips, which stand out from the stalks 
•tlflly Instead of bending over grace- ! 
fully as in a healthy plant. Deprived 
of most of the roots through the work 
of the larvae of this wirew'orm, the 
plant can be pulled up with little ef- 
fort. 
Weak plants soon succumb, 


leaving gaps in the rows, but the more 
vigorous plants put forth new roots In 
abnormal numbers. These are matted 
together and distorted, and although 
the plants survive, only "nubbins" are 
produced. The Infestation is not con- 
fined to the impoverished areas, for 
there may be larvae among the roots 
of "tall and apparently healthy plants.

by means of spores. 


Spores may be compared with the 


seed of an ordinary plant. 
These 


spores present the chief difficulty In 
canning the products ot the orchard 
and garden. 


All forms of bacteria are killed by 


complete sterilization. This Is nothing 
more than enclosing the products to 
be sterilized in Jars or cans that can be 
sealed air-tight, and submitting them 
to heat of sufficient degree, for a time 
long enough, to destroy the bacteria 
that cause the raw material to spoil. 


Sterilization Is readily accomplished 


by the use of boiling water, and there 
are three different ways In which this 
can be done. While the parent bac- 
teria can be killed at the temperature 
of boiling water, their spores retain 
their vitality for a long time even at 
that temperature. 


Smaller factories, and the difteren 


home canning outfits usually make use 
of the "open-kettle" process. Here the 
cans are submerged in boiling water 
and kept at that temperature for a 


The second day's boiling kills this 


new lot of bacteria before they have 
had time to produce spores. 


Boiling the third day ts not always 


necessary, but it is advisable In order 
to be sure that sterilization Is com- 
plete. 


The quality of any canned product 


is largely dependent upon its condition 
when first packed. 
As a rule, large 


canning establishments are clean, and 
have the most complete and conven- 
ient appliances with which to do their 
work. This is one of the main re.isons 
for their ready sale of goods. 


The product to be canned, the va- 


rious utensils used, the cans or Jars, 
and the entire surroundings cannot be 
too clean. 
Cleanliness Is half the se- 


cret of making the canning business 
a success. 


In selecting fruit, use only those 


specimens that are well grown, ripe

\Vhen canning fruits or vegetables 


simply for the home use. it Is not nec- 
essary to purchase an expensive or 
specially made vessel in which to do 
the cooking, although manufacturers 
of the various "Home-Canning Outfits- 
have gotten out some very satisfactory 
utensils in which this work can b« 
done. 


Any Hat-bottom vessel such as a 


wash-boiler, ham-boiler, preserving- 
kettle or bucket, that is deep enough 
to permit of being covered after the 
Jars or cans are placed inside, will 
serve the purpose. 


The manuring of infested areas has 


long been recommended as the best 
control measure. The theory was ad- 
vanced, especially by some farmers, 
that the manure turned under is ac- 


I tually distasteful to the larvae and 
| kills them outright. Although this is 
not the case, nevertheless the turning

the effect of adding humus to the top 
soil; and, as it is known that the lar-

Infested fields to He idle, or "lay out," 
as it is termed, for a period of three 
years, this would no doubt prov» tho 
most effective means of getting rid of 
the pest, since by leaving the ground 
undisturbed a crust would bs formed 
on the surface through which the ma- 
jority of adult wlreworrns could not 
emerge. It would also serve to pre- 
vent the few emerging adults, as well 
as those flying In from other fields, 
from entering the soil for egg deposi- 
tion. However, this practice naturally 
will not often appeal to the farmer.

Do 
not attempt to can dirty or decayed 
fruit and vegetables. Have everything 
clean and fresh.

CARE OF CREAM. 


During the hot days of spring and 


summer the farmer who Is selling 
cream to the creamery finds it a prob- 
lem to keep his cream in the proper 
condition. However, there are but a 
few simple rules which should be fol- 
lowed that would result In better 
cream. First of all these Is cleanli- 
ness. Dirt, remember, carries bad fla- 
vors. If the barn or Its surroundings 
and cows are dirty it will result in 
poor milk; poor milk results in poor 
cream; poor cream results in poor 
butter.

GOOD LADDERS FOR THE ORCHARD 


Care in Removing the Fruit from the Tree is as Important as it Is to 


Prune and Spray the Tree Properly. 


The wise orchardlst has learned 


.lomething about the use and abuse of 
ladders. 
The nrst essential in the 


raising of fruit trees is to prune the 
heads of the trees and keep them low. 
This will make picking the fruit easy 
and safe without the use of anything 
but the stepladder. 


Climbing about among the branches 


of a tree Is always to be deprecated. 
Mr. E. H. Shepard, of Hood River, 
'says that he once counted 43 fruit- 


haps the best type of a tall stepladder 
is one that is very substantially built, 
yet light enough to be easily handled 
by one man: and, having three legs. 
It Is easy to set up securely on uneven 
ground. 


The %vide spread of the legs at the 


bottom of the steps makes It especial- 
ly stable. Where a ladder only about 
half the height of this is required, a 
strong, heavy, four-legged ladder is a 
general favorite.
